Dr. W. D. Rice, the president of
our Convention, was elected to his
high office at Darlington last year,
and the place he holds in the affec-
tion of the people would keep him
in the office as long asghe hus a f de-
sire to occupy it. Dr. Ricejhas
passed into the seventies, but seems
to enjoy a perpetual youth. He
loves the company of the young, and
has thoroughly caught the young
man’s spirit.  Ile is progressive,
wide-awake and on the look-out for
any aew thing that is wise and use-
ful. While he has a noble past be-
hind him, he has a conviction that
he should live in the present and
look to the future. This he does,
and so we find him keeping ctep
heartily with all the advance move-
ments made among his brethren.

Dr. Rice was born in Burnwell
county in the twenties, and is justly
proud of his native hills and sand.
In 1856 he married Miss Julia Gra
ham, the «ldest daughter of thutno-
ble pioneer, Rev. Noah Graham, of
Sumter. He has had a happy home,
eight children having been born 1o
him, four of whom have passed
away. He received his college train-
ing at Columbian University, and
shortly after returning to this
State assumed pastorial charge of
the Sumter church. This was his
first work. From Sumter he removed
to Society Hill, and presided over
the saints of the Welsh Neck church.
His next pastorate was in Newberry
county at Bush River and New Zion
churches. After a sojourn of two
or three years among the red hills,
he returned to his old home-land,
and now for many years has been
pastor of churches in Barnwell coun-
ty, residing near Denmark. Among
the churches of the Barnwell Asso
ciation, he i3 looked upon asthe hon-
ored nzstor, and his word is heavy
and influential. He is remarkable
for being in his place when duty is
before him. To miss an appoint-
ment is the source of genunine sor-
row, and the loved ones to whom he
ministers feel uneasy if he is not in
his pulpit when Sunday comes. In
scores of homes, where he is known,
he has the heartiest welcome, for,
besides being an acceptable preacher,
he is a genial and pleasing compan-
ion. He lightens the home to which
he goes, and throws no shadow.
Small and large love to gather about
him, and in every way he has com
mended himself to-the people as
true servant and minister of Jesus
Christ.

As a presiding officer he has won
the confidence and esteem of his
brethren.
